>  is  the  greatest.  Other  holidays 
are'limited  in  their  sphere,  being,  at  most, 
only  at  national  significance,  while  Christ¬ 
mas  is  of  world -wide  interest  Christian 
nations  regard  it  as  the  birthday  of  the 
founder  of  their  religion,  and  believe  the 
time  is  ooming  when  it  will  be  celebrated 
in  all  lands,  by  all  peoples.  In  the  fourth 
century,  the  25th  of  December  was  agreed 
upon  by  the  churches  of  the  East  and 
West  as  the  day  of  Christ's  nativity  ;  and 
it  has  so  been  observed  ever  since. 

Christmas  has  long  been  celebrated  in 
story,  verse  and  song.  For  ages  there  has 
been  a  strictly  Christmas  literature,  some 
of  |the  richest  poetry  in  our  language 
being  in  commemoration  of  our  Haviur’s 
birth.  One  of  Milton's  sweetest  hymns  is 
that  on  "The  Morning  of  Christ’s  Nativ¬ 
ity,’’  beginning : 

It  was  the  winter  wild, 

While  the  heaven-born  child 
Alt  meanly  wrapt  in  the  rode  manger  ties  ; 
Nature,  in  awe  to  him. 

Had  doffed  her  gaudy  trim, 

With  her  great  Matter  so  to  sympathise. 

We  do  not  know  of  any  better  way  to 
begin  Christmas  than  to  read  that  hymn 
in  connection  with  the  Gospel  history. 
The  ancient  Latin  hymnology  of  the 
Church  abounds  with  hymns  on  the  Na¬ 
tivity,  the  pleasure  of  reading  which 
would  repay  one  for  the  labor  of  learn¬ 
ing  the  language. 

There  is  a  comparatively  modern  species 
of  literature  no  ices  attractive  to  the  mul¬ 
titude,  consisting  of  Christmas  Btoriea. 
Everybody  has  read  Dickens’s ;  and  at 
this  season  his  name  will  be  recalled  in 
thousands  of  homes  that  have  been  made 
purer  anS  happier  by  his  ready  pen  and 
loving  heart.  The  demand  for  this  class 
of  reading  is  so  decided  that  our  news¬ 
papers  and  journals  publish  stories  ex¬ 
pressly  for  the  season.  In  the  hands  of 
good  and  wise  men,  this  literature  fcan 
do  more  good  thou  thousands. of  sermons 
and  didactic  essays;  for  it  will  be  read 
and  remembered  by  many  whom  sermons 
never  reach. 

And  what  shall  we  say  of  song  T  The 
silence  of  the  day  we  commemorate  was 
broken  by  celestial  strains  :  p

The  burden  of  the  song  was,  “  Peace 
on  earth,  good  will  to  men  and  the 
voices  of  myriads  since  have  continued 
the  glorious  strain.  Home  of  the  sub¬ 
limes!  music  composed  by  the  masters  is 
that  prepared  for  the  celebration  of  Christ¬ 
mas  ;  and  many  of  our  churches,  at  this 
season,  pay  especial  attention  to  this  part 
of  public  worship. 

The  modest  carol  must  not  be  over¬ 
looked  ;  though  not  pretentions,  it  is  a 
great  favorite  in  families  and  Hnuday 
Sohoola.  During  the  middle  ages  these 
carols  were  sung  by  bishops  and  the  lower 
clergy,  joined  by  the  populace ;  and  the 
songs  Were  enlivened  by  dances  and  the 
music  of  tambours,  guitars,  violins,  and 
organs.  Many  collections  have  been  made 
of  these  mediaeval  carols  ;  some  of  which, 
modernised,  are  now  sung  in  our  schools 
and  families.  * .  ” 

It  is  s  cause  for  rejoicing  that  the  obaer- 
i  of  this  day  is  growing  in  favor  with 
have  been — there  still  are- 
churches  where  greens  and  flowers  are 
never  seen  ;  where  the  observance  of 
Christmas  is  thought  s  relie  of  the  dark¬ 
est  ages.  But  these  notions  are  becoming 
dissipated  by  the  irresistibly  sweet  in¬ 
fluences  of  the  season  ;  and  men  are  learn¬ 
ing  to  rooognize  the  gentle  spirit  of  Chris¬ 
tianity  wherever  it  is  found,  and  to  believe 
that  do  denomination  has  an  exclusive 
right  to  any  excellence.  Let  us  all  aucept 
the  injunction,  "Peace  on  earth,  good 
will  to  men."  Ail  hate*  must  l>c  buried  ; 
all  wrongs  forgiven  ;  all  friendships  cher¬ 
ished  :  for  He  whose  natal  day  we  cele¬ 
brate,  above  all  other  things,  taught  for- 
given esa.  and  set  ns  the  example. 

Tbs  method  of  celebrating  Christmas 
in  the  enriy  Church,  was  to  spend  the  first 
part  of  the  day  in  public  worship ;  the  rest 
was  devoted  to  festivities.  These  latter 
too  often  degenerated  into  rude  exoeas ; 
but  the  principle  is  the  right  ona.  After 
having  returned  our  thanks  for  God's  bad 
gtfl  to  men.  it  is  proper  and  profitable  t<o 
join  our  Camilles  and  friends  in  social  in- 
tsreourae.  Among  out  New  England 
brethren  it  is  customary .  to)  do  that  on 
Thanksgiving  day  ;  and  men  will  leave 
important  business,  nod  travel  hundreds 
of  mflaa,  to  be  at  the  0I4  home  on  that 
nnsgsioe.  This  is  good ;  w«  would  not 
hets  it  otherwise.  But  is  not  Christmas 
Mffl  mors  writable  ?  If  one  must  give 
wag.  let  it  net  bs  Christmas.  TbeHunday 
schools  have  derided  the  matter,  as  far  as

Fashions  ahnuge  in  this,  as  in  other  mat 
ter*.  The  Yulc-log  no  longer  burns  in 
Merry  England  ;  and  the  children's  stock¬ 
ings  arc  seldom  hong  up  by  the  Aro-plaou 
in  this  country ;  but  the  holly  is  popular 
as  ever,  and  Chriatmas  trees  are  every  year 
in  greater  demand.  We  confess  to  a  liking 
(or  the  stocking  ;  some  of  our  happiest  ex¬ 
perience  is  connected  with  it.  But  if  our 
youngsters  like  the  tree  better,  they  shall 
have  it ;  their  children  will  want  aehauge, 
and  the  good  old  faahiou  will  return. 

One  of  the  must  prominent  of  the  fes¬ 
tivities  accompanying  Christmas  is  the 
custom  of  giving  gifts.  There  are  few 
who  do  not  join  in  this  pleasant  obser 
vance,  where  parents  end  children,  brothers 
and  sisters,  friends  and  neighbors,  vie  with 
each  other  ip  kindly,  and  very  often  costly, 
remembrances.  Weeks  and  even  months 
before,  nimble  fingers  are  engaged  in  mak¬ 
ing  all  kinds  of  handiwork  ;  and  money  is 
hoarded  up  to  make  purchases  for  friends. 
This  with  many  persons  is  carried  further 
than  their  means  will  justify  ;  others  limit 
the  tokens  of  affection  to  their  own  fam¬ 
ilies,  or  intimate  friends.

The  consequence  is  that  a  public  man,  or 
an  aspiring  mao,  i;>  half  buried  here  ;  not, 
indeed,  far  lack  of  appreciation,  but  for 
want  of  cordial,  encouraging,  enthusiastic 
support. 

It  is  an  old  and  authentic  saying  that  “.a 
prophet  is  out  without  honor,  save  in  his 
own  country  and  in  his  own  honse.”  But 
if  one  has  no  opportunity  to  m&Difpat  him' 
self  beyond  his  own  home  sphere,  must  he 
then  live  aud  die  without  credit  and  with¬ 
out  laurels  ?  Wo  admit  the  adage  has  too 
man 7  veiifioations  to  doubt  its  validity, 
but  we  desire  to  protest  against  its  justifi¬ 
cation.  Opening  talent,  and  the  best 
promises  of  capacity  are  sometimes  blight¬ 
ed  in  the  embryo  by  lack  of  countenance 
and  encouragement  at  home.  80  also 
those  who  are  well  ealcnlated  to  be  nsefnl 
in  church,  or  state,  in  society,  or  profes¬ 
sion,  frequently  dishearten  and  fail  in  their 
efforts  to  develop  a  latent  Talent  for  want 
of  the  proper  incentive  which  kindred  and 
friends  could  wisely  give  but  uiistakingly 
withhold. 

The  foundation  of  true  greatness  is  in¬ 
telligence  and  goodness  of  heart  Few 
communities,  we  are  fain  to  believe,  are 
more  generally  pervaded  with  these  ele¬ 
ments  than  Bloomfield.  Why  should  we 
ignore  these  valuable  qualities  because, 
forsooth,  the  worthy  possessor  is  our  kins¬ 
man  or  neighbor  ?  Why  should  we  not 
recognize  goodness  and  scholarship,  merit 
and  talents,  self-denying  labors  and  conse¬ 
cration  to  his  calling,  in  the  pastors  snd 
pbysirisns  of  our  town  as  readily  is  we  do 
in  strangers  and  non-ruridents 

We  have  often  thought  it  a  very  mistak¬ 
en  modesty  or  reserve  in  a  son  or  s  brother 
to  withhold  merited  praise  snd  refuse  to  set 
forth  the  capabilities  and  virtues  of  his 
kinsman  because  of  the  relationship.  It 
is  beautiful,  sml  commands  the  admiration 
of  every  right-minded  person,  to  behold 
appru(iria/e  deference,  respect,  affection, 
confidence,  and  suitable  commendations  ac¬ 
corded  by  member*  of  a  domestic  circle  at 
of  s  church  family  to  their  honored  head 
and  to  each  other.  In  fact  the  highest  tes¬ 
timony  we  can  have  of  an  individual  char¬ 
acter,  snd  the  strongest  support  snd  en¬ 
couragement  he  himself  can  receive,  are 
derived  from  the  known  and  expressed  se  a. 
timecta  <>f  his  own  family  first,  and  next 
of  hia  own  neighbors.

If  1  mistake  not  the  meaning  of  the  vrriter,  j 
it  la  that  the  Tows  Committee  are  responsible, 
sad  therefore,  remise  in  their  duties. 

In  finding  tault,  it  is  well  to  remember 
the  receipt  given  for  cooking  a  hare,  and 
here  let  me  aey  I  am  not,  never  have  been,  snd 
never  expect  to  be  s  member  of  that  much- 
abused  body,  the  Towusbip Committee,  but  we 
will  see  wh’it  are  the  duties  of  the  Town  Com¬ 
mittee.  All  tbe  powers  they  can  legally  exercise 
are  well  defined  by  law.  In  Nixon's  Digest, 
page  979,  section  12,  we  find  :  "  Which  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  have  authority,  and  it  is  hereby 
rendered  their  duty  lo  examine,  iuspeot,  and 
report  to  tbe  annual  or  other  town  meetings 
the  acoounts  snd  vouchers  Of  the  township 
offioorr,  on d  tv  superintend  Ikt  expenditure  of  any 
moseys  raised  by  tax,  tor  the  use  of  the  town¬ 
ship,  or  whiob  may  anse  from  the  balance  of 
tbe  aooonnis  of  any  of  the  to  was  hip  officers.' 
There  are  other  sections  which  refei  to  special 
duties,  in  regard  to  taxes.  Bonds,  Line  Fences, 
Ac.  By  recent  special  laws  their  powers  have 
been  incieaaed  only  as  regards  sidewalks,  and 
neither  in  tbe  general  nut  special  laws  it  there 
a  single  liae  or  word  which  gives  them  power 
to  expend  a  cent  for  the  purpose  of  marking 
the  names  of  streets. 

We  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  efficient 
sod  judicious  committees  which,  as  a  township, 
it  has  been  oar  good  fortune  to  seen  re  to 
manage  oar  affairs  for  a  number  of  yean  past 
At  our  annual  town  (spring)  elections,  it  is 
voted  how  tnuob,  aud  for  what  purpose,  we  arid 
raise  money,  and  even  then  the  parposes  are 
regulated  by  our  lawa  Tbe  suggestion  of 
signs  necessitate  the  expenditure  of  money, 
snd  as  there  ie  no  provision  for  it  Ute  commit¬ 
tee  have  no  power.

EDITORIAL  NOTES. 

Mown*  Neighborhood  — We  under¬ 
stand  that  the  improvement  referred  to  in 
the  article  suggestive  of  "Morris  Park" 
ia  the  laying  of  a  street  from  the  Morris 
Neighborhood  to  Stone  House  Plains,  be¬ 
ginning  near  and  opposite  the  residence 
of  Hon.  Samnel  Potter,  and  ranning  a 
mile  N.  E.  to  a  point  opposite  the  Canal 
Bridge,  near  Major  Kieratead’a,  and 
which,  when  extended,  will  make  a  direct 
road  to  the  store  of  the  late  John  T.  Gar¬ 
re  brant,  deceased,  v>d  all  the  way  over 
*otid  land,  and  tk  a  saving  of  a  great  dis¬ 
tance  in  the  direct  travel. 

The  road  was  laid  over  one  y  ear  ago  by 
six  surveyors  of  the  highways,  who,  In 
their  united  judgment,  awarded  certain 
benefits  to  pay  certain  damages.  Moot  of 
these  awards  for  benefit*  have  been  paid. 
Horae  one  or  two  have  not,  and  this  is  de¬ 
laying  the  opening  of  tbe  road. 

Objections  are  made  that  the  award 
which  tbe  surveyor  made  wa*  not  a  fair 
owe.  It  would  seem  difficult  to  settle  such 
matters,  if  they  cannot  be  left  to  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  alt  judicious  men

*««Agto  4m  E  man  of  srnal 
rt  frfifi  commanding  presence, 
of  this  sketch  makes  up 
this  direction,  as  did  the 
his  breadth  of  genius,  his 
comprehensive  mind,  hia  hard  study  and 
his  extensive  literary  and  theological  1 
quisitions.

This  omission  may  probably  be 
attributed  to  hia  conscientiousness  and  hia 
belief  in  tho  power  of  the  troth  itoelf ;  and 
he  i*  by  no  means  singular  in  this  m  it  is  too 
00m man  a  (ailing  amoog  the  pastors.  But 
we  think  it  is  to  be  regretted,  for  the  effect 
of  hi*  powerful  and  well  written  sermons 
would  he  increased  many  fold  by  more  at¬ 
tention  to  moaner  and  delivery. 

Mr.  P.  is  much  respoete  l  and  beloved, 
snd  with  good  reason.  He  is  not  s  com¬ 
promiser  nor  s  fence-rider  ;  yon  always 
know  what  his  position  is  on  every  ques¬ 
tion.  No  one  doubts  the  honesty  of  hi* 
to  live  I  orowtions,  nor  misjudges  as  to  tbe  course 
I  he  is  sailing  aud  the  port  for  whioh  he  ia 
bound.  His  genial  sociability,  and  hi* 
plsyfnl  faoatiounnesa  rsfrder  hia  company 
always  most  agreeable,  while  hia  fervent 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  bia  parishioner* 
and  in  whatever  affects  their  individual 
welfare  ia  any  degree  has  secured  him 
many  attached  friend*.

Iw  1868,  While  some  miner*  in  the  vicin¬ 
ity  of  Virginia  City,  Nevada,  were  en¬ 
gaged  in  washing  tbe  finely  divided  quarts 
sands  of  a  mountain  broo);  iu  their  ovwreb 
for  gold,  s  large  quantity  of  a  block  look¬ 
ing  "  iytuff,"  a*  they  called  it,  seriously  in¬ 
terfered  with  their  operations,  and  they 
were  or  the  point  of  abandoning  their 
"  placer "  works,  in  hopee  that  their  ef. 
fort*  in  another  location  would  prove 
more  lucrative.  One  of  the  mintws  de¬ 
termined  to  know  what  the  "  stuff"  wa*, 
had  it  assayed  in  the  Om*e  Valley  diatrict, 
when,  to  their  great  snrprifR,  it  proved  to 
bo  e  very  valuable  ore. 

As  n  result  of  this  discovery,  shortly  after, 
in  I860,  the  Washoe  excitement  proved 
to  be  a  dangerous  reUpee  of  the  great 
gold  fever  of  '48,  hundred*  aud  thousand* 
floeking  to  the  supposed  Eldorado.
